States Army.

WAS MISSED FROM HIS HOME

Friends and Relatives Have Besn At-
tempting to Locate the Missing
Heir for Some Time and Final-
ly Discovered Him.

New York, Feb. 18—The Hon, Ar-
thue Reginald French, eldest son and
heir to the title and estates of Baron
de Freyne, a large land owner in the
County Roscommon, Ireland, who ar-
rived here January 16 and was report-
ed yesterday to the police as having
mysteriously disappeared from his ho-
tel is at Fort Blocum, on Davis Island
near New Rochelle, wearing the uni-
form of a private In the United States
army. On the day of his Jdissappear-
ance French enlisted at a recruiting
station In this clty and was assigned
to the Eighth regiment. He went to
America to wvisit his uncle, Captain
Willlam French, who owns a ranch in
New Mexico, Having telegraphed his
relative and recelving no reply the
young man decided to take up army
life of which he is very fond

When seen at the fort, French was
considerably amused a2t the excitement
caused by his disappearance.

“1 supposed,” he said. “an observing
Englishman, more or less in this coun-
try did not amount to much and might
véry well drop out of the ranks with-
out such g fuss.

“T enlisted because I had a pretty
strong notion of doing so when 1 left
home. 1 had an idea of going up to
Canada and jolning the mounted police
up there In the nohthwest, but the
more I heard about that country and
its 480 Jegrees below zero, the less I
liked . So I just enlistéd In the
American army and T like it

“I came out here nominally with the
idea of going on my uncle's ranch in
New Mexico, where he has lived about
30 years. My private income won't
answer to live on. T've got to do some-
thing and soldlering is the only thing
I know how to do. I Jon't kmow any-
thing abont ranching. Maybe I could
not have done anything at it when I
got there”

Asked why he left all his luggnge at
the hotel in this city, he explained that
ha 4id not expect to need his citisens’
traps and’ sbandoned. them to cover a
small sum he owned the hotel,

“I d4id not make any particular fuss
about my enlitsment’ and as to lvav-
Ing the service, T want to say I bhave
not the remotest idea of #o doing. The
men are good fellows and the officers
know thelr business.” I am where 1
want to be and Intend to stay.”

Organization of Colored Voters
Perlected.
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NEW YORK TAKES THE LEAD

The Colored Voters Will Organize a
Political League Which Will Have
a National Bcope and Have
Influence in Politics.

New York, Feb. 18.—Negroes of this
and adjoining states have presented a
meeting here at the colored republic-
an club for the purpose of drafting @
constitution and by-laws of a negro
political organization of national scepe.
It will be known as the National Cal~
ored Voters' League.

The leaders intend to hold a national
convention of colored voters and o
have a thorough organization, includ-
ing district, county and state assocla-
tions. The delegates to the national
convention will be chosen from the
several state organizations, two from
each congreesional district, and dele-
gates at large. This is sald to be the
first definite movement of the sort
undertaken by the colored voters

WASHINGTON FISH LAWS.

Meglar Introducss Conference Bill in
the House,
The general fisheries law, under the
authorship of Bpeaker Megler, appear-
ed in the house at Olympla last week.
The bill does not include some of the
features agreed to by the Oregon and
Washington joint conference, it being
the Intention to place the matter af-
fecting the Columbla In separate bill
The Megler bill, however, fixes the li-
cenpes as agreed to by the joint con-
ference committee,
A side departure in marking fishing
locations is provided for. Under the
present law the locations are marked
by the driving of three piles. The
Megler bill provides for the survey of
locations and the filing of plats in the
office of the county auditor and the
state fleh commissioner. The idea Ia
known as the Major Mills plan,
Major Mills of the government €n-
gineering etaff, has objected to the
driving of piles because they are a
menace to navigiation. The bill will Jo
awny with this menace and also pro-
vide that every vestige of the fishirap
or gear shall be removed within a cer-
tiln pertod after the close of the fish-
ihg season.
